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FOOTBALL 


One  of  those  grand  and  glorious  opening  days  had  arrived.  This  one  came  on  the 
sunny  day  of  September  20,  1940.  It  was  the  day  of  the  initial  football  game  on  R.  H.  S.’s 
new  football  field.  This  time  had  been  eagerly  looked  forward  to  by  Coaches  Tiernan 
and  Bartz,  the  members  of  the  team,  and  also  the  spectators. 

The  field  looked  to  be  in  excellent  shape.  The  chalky  ten-yard  stripes  glowed  against 
the  green  blanket  of  grass.  Our  boys  were  eager  to  gain  a  victory  in  their  first  start  in 
their  new  surroundings.  This  ambition  was  also  spurred  on  by  the  hope  that  they  could 
stretch  the  1939  team’s  closing  string  of  four  consecutive  victories  to  a  higher  number. 

Marion  scored  quickly  in  the  first  period,  when  Keith,  a  big  tackle,  blocked  Wine’s 
punt  on  the  Richmond  22,  and  Marion  recovered  the  bouncing  pigskin  on  the  Richmond 
one-yard  line.  A  buck  through  the  middle  and  a  perfect  kick  from  placement  made  the 
score  7-0  against  our  boys.

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BASKETBALL 

The  basketball  season  of  i940-'4i  was  a  highly  successful  one  for  the  Rich¬ 
mond  Red  Devils.  The  team  won  14  out  of  20  regular  season  games,  and 
placed  second  in  the  North  Central  Conference  standings.  In  making  this 
fine  record,  the  Red  Devils  gained  recognition  as  being  a  well  balanced  and 
smoothly  functioning  quintet.  They  had  the  reputation  of  being  the  smoothest 
ball  handling  team  in  the  North  Central  Conference,  and  one  of  the  best  in 
the  state. 

One  of  the  faults  of  the  Devils  was  their  inability  to  hit  the  basket  when 
playing  away  from  home.  However,  they  more  than  made  up  for  this  by 
winning  every  game  they  played  in  Civic  Hall.  In  the  seasons  of  i939-’40 
and  i940-’4i,  Coach  Eberhart  has  guided  Richmond  teams  to  16  consecutive 
victories  at  home. 

When  tournament  time  approached,  the  Red  Devils  were  ranking  high 
among  the  top  teams  in  the  state.  The  Devils  had  little  trouble  winning  the 
Sectional  championship.  In  the  three  games  they  played,  they  averaged  54 
points  per  game  to  their  opponents’  average  of  26  points  per  game.  Advancing 
to  the  Regional,  the  Red  Devils  faced  New  Castle’s  Trojans.  Our  boys  lost 
a  heart-breaking  game.  The  final  score  reading  35-33,  favor  of  New  Castle.
